His father with 
two other brothers came over from Enerang in late 1700. 


Bartlett Smith Gavin married Martha A. Moody in 1837, daughter a 
Isom and Priscilla Moody. Her brothers were Charles Caioway, Edward and 
Augustus. os 


Bartlett and Martha settled in Green County, Alabama and their eleven children 
were born there. They moved to Clarke County, Mississippi in 1858 just over 
the line from Choctaw County, Alabama. About three miles from Mt. Hebron, Alabama, 


in later years known as the Kin Perritt Place. They made this move by ox wagons, 


carrying household goods, stock, etc., crossing the Tombigbee River at Gainesville, 
Alabama Ferry. This took three days, camping the two nights along route. Their 


- mew home was a two story house made of hand dressed pine lumber. The chimneys 


were made from limestone rocks on the place. This house burned with all their 
household goods about 1890. The children were married then so they spent the 


rest of their days with their children. The children were: 


‘Margaret (known to relatives as Aunt Mag). She graduated from Mesopotamia 
Female Seminary, Green County, Alabama and taught some of the younger 
children in their home. After the Civil War she Faugne several years in the 
aed schools of Choctaw County.

Rufus C. married Amanda Graham and they built a home on the land that Amanda's 
father had given her, within sight of Mt. Hebron church.

Rufus worked at Marks Rothenburg as 
floor walker and preached at West End Methodist Church. Their children were:

The first church at Hebron was log house with fireplace in back, shutter windows 
over the four one sash windown to give light. This had homemade pine desks, as 
this was used for a school house as late as 1903. Earlier there was a two teacher 
school down by the creek where the old cotton gin was. Edna Woods (later married 
Ab Gavin) taught there in 1891-1892. Later there was a high school at Bergamot 

and the children from Hebron neighborhood walked and attended school there. This 
lasted for several years, and was partially paid for by the patrons. D. P. Slaught 
was principal. Rufus Charles Gavin was licensed to preach on September 24, 1877. 
He hever joined the conference at this time, because he had a large family 

and could not support them on a circuit rider's pay. He was self educated, that 
is, he never attended college, but read extensively. When he died his library 

of several hundred volumes was given to Bob Jones University in Florida. His 

first charge in the ALAbama M.C. Conference was Womach Hill Circuit, Alabama. 

This was in 1893. His last charge was 1909 Cotton Dale, Florida. He preached before 


and after these dates when ever there was a call.

Lee, Bell, Snyder, Peart, Pickerd,lines, all of which are on my own 

side. And I am also trying to find out about Robert's side too, and it 

is comicel to find that his Costen folk came over about the same time 

that our Gavin ones did and settled in the same area for a while. That 
was in Virginia, in the early 1600's. I will send you copies of all 

of this as soon as I can get it all together. I just wish that I could 
interest enough of the Gavins and Grahams and others to the point of 
writing to others to help and gather information. I have found that
